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British Churches Express Concern for Central African Federation 


(London) - A representative deputation has presented the concern of the British 
Council of Churches for the problems involved in the inclusion of Nyasaland with 
the Rhodesias in the Central African Federation to the Secretaries of State for 
the Colonies and for Commonwealth Relations. 


A statement issued by the council afterwards said that the deputation had 
expressed concern with issues to come up at the constitutional review in ee and 
their “anxiety that partnership should be implemented to the fullest extent". 


Further, the statement said, the deputation told the Secretaries of State 
that while the council appreciates the progress that has been nade thus rar in 
inter-racial relations, it believes that "the reasons for African distrust and 
anxiety still outweigh the reasons for African confidence". 


The council urged the government to take a "yositive lead" at the conference 
and stressed the importance of ensuring “adequate expression" to the views ‘op 
Africans at the conference. 


The issues in question stem from African opposition to a decision to include 
Nyasaland in the Central African Federation. Proponents of the measure have 
argued that integration is required to ensure econcmic advancement and the 
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maximum welfare of all sections of the people in the areca, However, it has 
generally been viewed by Africans as a step towards consolidation of power by the 


white minority. Opposition came to a head on March 1 of this year when rioting 
broke out in many areas. 


Numerous church groups abroad have spoken out against the Federation unless 
the move is supported by a substantial majority of the population, including 
Africans. EPS, Geneva 


Bcumenical Work Camps Scheduled 


(Geneva) - More than 1,000 hardy young men and women from some fifty countries 
will forego the usual summer vacation this year to take part in ecumenical work 
camps sponsored by the Youth Department of the World Council of Churches, | 


In camps from Taiwan to Texas and from Austria to Madagascar they will 
swing pick axes, lay bricks, level roads, care for refugee children and do a 
variety of other jobs as a means of “expressing their sense of responsibility 
by working with their hands to meet human needs". 


Forty-five ecumenical work camps are scheduled during July, August and Sep- 
tember under WCC auspices in Europe, the Middle Hast, Africa, Asia, South America 
and the United States. Participating in each camp will be an inter-racial, { 
inter—confessional group of from fifteen to twenty-five youth between the ages of 
19 and 30. int 


The campers will spend from two to four wecks working on projects which 
range from erecting a vocational school at a refugee camp in Korea, to building 
a neighbourhood playground in Wales - to construction of a chapel in Finland, to 
conducting an education and recreation programme for farn labour migrants in New 
York State, USA. 


They will work without pay and will contribute to their living expenses and 
provide the cost of transportation to and from their homes and the camps. 


Camps will be held this year for the first time in the 12-year history of ae 
the programme in Taiwan, Paraguay, Ethiopia and Northern Rhodesia. ee 


In Taiwan the campers will help the Christian Youth Fellowship at Hwalien 
build an educational institute and centre for mountain tribal youth. In Paraguay — 
they will build hospital rooms for use by the Society of Christian Brothers, a 
Christian community which provides the only hospital facilities in the rural area 
of Primavera. 


The camps on the continent of Africa will be held at Hara, Ethiopia, where 
campers will start work on a conference hall for the schools and colleges in the 
area and in Mindolo in Northern Rhodesia where they will renovate a house for use 
as YMCA headquarters. 


Other camps are scheduled in Europe, in Austria, Denmark, Finland, France , 
Germany, Greece, Italy, the Netherlands, Switzerland, Sweden and England; in 
the Middle-East, in Jordan and Lebanon; in Africa, in Madagascar and the Union 
of South Africa; and in Asia, in Japan, Hong Kong, Korea and Okinawa. Camps 
will also be held in seven states in the United States. 


Three camps have already been held this year because of the difference in 
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Seasons — one each in Bolivia and Brazil in South America and in the Philippines. 


The work camp programme includes six hours a day labour and a service of 
worship, Bible study, discussions and recreation periods. The camps projects 
were begun twelve years ago on the initiative of the Congregational Christian 


Service Committee (USA) and undertaken as a World Council programme in 1950.

Constitution Set for New Church 


(New York) - A constitution for a new church which would mite two Protestant 
denominations with different forms of governments without sacrificing the par- 
ticular emphasis of either one has been proposed here, 


The constitution, if adopted, would complete the merger of the 1,401,565 
member Congregational Christian Churches and the Evangelical and Reformed Church 
which has 807,280 members, into a new United Church of Christ, 


Dr. James BH, Wagner, head of the Evangelical and Reformed Church and co- 
president of the new church, said the document is intended to "reflect Congre- 
gational Christian emphasis on the rights and autonomy of the local church, and 
Evangelical and Reformed emphasis on the responsibilities of the local church to 


other churches in the larger fellowship of the denomination". 


He explained that the way this was done was by keeping the pyramidal synod 
structure of the Evangelical and Reformed Church at the national level while 
continuing the Congregational requirement that each local church be free to act 
for itself on all matters of policy and property. 


Thus, a general synod would be integrated with church-wide boards and 
agencies and with regional synods, but decisions of these bodies would be advisory 
only. 


In a news conference Dr. Wagner and the Rev. Dr. Fred Hoskins, the other 
co-president of the United Church and head of the Congregational Christian group, 
described the proposed constitution as a compromise in organizational structure, 
They said the two churches have never been far apart in theological interpretation, 
only in the structure of their governments. 


Dr. Hoskins said it is hoped the document will be useful as a guide for 
mergers by other churches. He noted that "Presbyterian sources" have been in-= 
terested in it as ‘a hopeful sign for further union" and that the Disciples of 
Christ and the Council of Community Churches had sent "fraternal observers" to 
meetings of the constitutional comission. 


The constitution will be presented for approval at the Second General Synod 
of the United Church of Christ at Oberlin, Ohio, on July 5. From there it must go 
to the Congregational churches and the Evangelical and Reformed synods for 
ratification. BPS, Geneva

The Rev. Carlos Herrera, 27, said in an interview at American Baptist 
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Convention headquarters in New York, that Communism in Cuba could be destroyed 
by providing "bread and democracy" for the people. 


The “immense” majority of church members in Cuba, he stated, back the 
Castro government in its pledge to keep the separation of Church and state in- 
violate. He estimated that approximately eight per cent of the Cuban population 
is Protestant. EPS, Geneva 


Conference Urges Continuous Refugee Aid 


(New York) - The United Nations has been called upon to convene a special meeting 
as a means of reaching international accord on measures to aid refugees. 


The session was urged as a step towards provision of continuous, rather than 
temporary aid,to refugees by the Conference of Non-Governmental Organizations 
Interested in Migration and Refugee Problems mecting at the United Nations in a 
week-long session. 


It asked that all nations participating in World Refugee Year provide assis- 
tance with a view to the achievenent of permanent solutions to the refugee 
problem". 


In other resolutions the delegates deplored discriminatory laws which bar 
the immigration of some non-—Huropean groups, particularly Asians, and called for 
improvement in the processing, placement and integration of immigrants who are 
professionals, such as teachers, physicians and lawyers. 


They also asked special aid to physically handicapped migrants, greater 
attention to the necds of young migrants and more flexibility in family welfare 
legislation to allow migrants to share in social security, adequate housing, 
social security, child aid grants and other benefits. 


Dr. Stewart Herman, director of the Lutheran World Federation's Latin 
American Coumittee and conference president, stressed the concept of migration 
as an essential ingredient of human dignity and freedom, "Ultimately", he 
declared, "we should make of migration not a grudging act of charity, Duvee 
basic right of man". 


Other church leaders who participated in the programme were Dr. Karl L. 
Stumpf, senior representative in Hong Kong for the Lutheran World Federation and 
honorary advisor for refugee scrvices of the World Council of Churches in Hong 
Kong; Dr. Elfan Rees, permanent representative in Europe of the Commission of 
the Churches on International Affairs and chairman of the International Committee 
for World Refugee Year; and Dr. Edgar H.S. Chandler, associate director of the 
Division of Inter-Church Aid and Service to Refugees of the World Council of 


Churches. 


The Conference of Non-Governmental Organizations was inaugurated at Geneva 
in 1950 under the joint sponsorship of the United Nations and the International 


Labour Office. EPS, Geneva 
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Billy Grahan Visits Moscow 


(Moscow) - The Rev. Dr. Billy Graham joined in a two and a half hour evening 
Service at the Moscow Baptist Church attended by an overflow crowd of 2,500 persons 
and afterwards praised their faith as "a light burning for which we should all be 
thankful", 


, The American evangelist, who is visiting Moscow as a "tourist" for five days, 
did not speak at the service, Russian Baptist leaders explained, because “it is 
not the custom here for tourists to preach", 


He followed a sentence-by-sentence translation of the sermon delivered by 
Pastor Aleksandr V. Karev, general secretary of the All-Union Council of Evan- 
gelical Christians (Baptists). 


"Today I heard the Bible preached", Dr. Graham said following the service. 
"This is what we need everywhere. I try to preach the Bible. It has its own 
power." 


"Glory be to God", responded; the Rev. Jakov I, Zhidkov, president of the 
Council. "We have not been tainted with modernism in Russia — but we cannot say 
Tor the future. We are like Martin Luther. We say here we stand on the Bible 
and We cannot go to the right nor to the left." 


HKarlier on a tour of the city, Mr. Graham said he was greatly impressed by 
the large golden crosses surmounting the ancient churches in the Kremlin. 


"Here I am standing right in the centre of the Kremlin and there against the 
sky are the golden crosses of Christ", he said, "Here is a symbol I never ex- 
pected to see. I hope it has meaning for the future." EPS, Geneva 


Methodist Groups Take Opposite Stands on Red China 
(New York) - Two Methodist Conferences in the United States have taken directly 
opposite positions on the recognition of Red China, it has been reported here, 


The Minnesota Methodist Conference has voted nearly two to one to delete 
this phrase from a report of the conference's Board on World Peace: "We request 
our government to extend recognition to Red China". 


The New England Southern Methodist Conference has adopted a statement urging 
that "the United Nations, set up to be a world forum, should include in its mem- 
bership the People's Republic of China". 


The New England Conference stressed that "it is understood that such sup- 
port and recognition is not tantamount to approval" of Communist China, 


The vote by the Minnesota Conference rejecting recognition came aiter a 
spirited debate in which delegates heard Dr. Gerald McCulloh of Garret Biblical 
Institute, Evanston, Ill., report that on a recent trip to Hong Kong he had been 
urged by Chinese Ghristian refugees to oppose recognition, 


Two spokesmen for recognition, the Rev. Warren Nyberg, of Red Wing, Minne, 
and the Rev. Wilbur Grose, Mankato, Minn,, had argued that recognition does not 
imply approval, but would be a means of keeping communications with Christian 
Chinese open. HPS, Geneva

New Report on Spanish Conference Cancellation 


(Geneva) - Initial reports that a scheduled three-day study conference of Roman 
Catholic and Protestant representatives in Spain had been banned by the Vatican 
stemmed from an erroneous news report by the Spanish State Radio, informed 
sources have reported here. (See EPS No, 22) 


They said that the Vatican had not intervened in the matter and had informed 
Dom Aurelio Escarre, Abbot of the Monastery where the meeting was to have been 
held, that “there is no foundation whatsoever for the statement" made by the 
State Radio. 


(It was reported later that a request for postponement of the conference had 
been received from the Archbishop of Barcelona who was described as acting “under 
pressure from certain governmental and church authorities",) 


Following receipt of the Vatican communiqué DomEscarre was said to have 
posted an announcement in which he protested against the State Radio broadcast 
and announced that he had written permission to hold the conference from the 
Papal Nuncio in Spain. He charged that the State Radio sought by its broadcast 
“to make a scandal by using the name and the authority of the Holy Office to give 
the impression that these Catholics were disobeying their church", 


It was also learned here that the conference was not to have been an inter- 
confessional gathering limited to theologians as originally reported, but an 
"international meeting on the problems of peace and open to all Christians", 
According to the Institution of the Holy Office issued December 20, 1949, no 
special permission is required from Vatican authorities to hold a conference of 
this nature. HPS, Geneva 


Persecution of Spanish Pritestants is Reported Hased 

(Washington, Decay) - Persecution of Spanish Protestants has been eased during the 
past few months, largely it is believed, as a result of the call for an Ecumenical 
Council by Pope John XXIII, according to a report issued by the Baptist World 
Alliance. 


The report, which is based on first-hand observations sent from Madrid by 
Dr. H. Cornell Goemer, regional secretary for the Southern Baptist Convention's 
Foreign Missions Board said: 


"There have been no new instances of outright persecution in recent months 
in Spain. And there has been an intangible, yet noticeable change of attitude 
on the part of many Catholics toward Evangelicals." 


The report said that the change seemed to "coincide closely with Pope John's 
call for an Ecumenical Council", which according to Dr. Goerner "seems to have 
been interpreted by some Catholics in Spain as an indication on the part of we 
Pope that he desires more friendly relations between Catholics and Protestants', 


Dr. Goerner added that “it remains to be seen now whether it will result in 
the opening of any closed church buildings". EPS, Geneva 
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Moves Towards US Church Unity Are Hailed 
(Hartford) - Strides being made towards American Christian unity have been hailed 
here as "the brightest sign of hope on the horizon of a broken and divided world", 


The Rev. Dr. Edwin T. Dahlberg, president of the National Council of Churches, 
in an address to the 100th annual convention of the Augustana Iutheran Church, 


declared that, "the churches are coming together and they intend to stay together". 


However, he stressed, the churches have no intention of establishing "a kind of 
Protestant Vatican". 


"We do not want a super church", he declared. "What we seek is an affec- 
tionate family of churches - a spirit of togetherness that will make it possible 
for us to do cooperatively what we cannot do separately". 


"In that togetherness we aim for variety in unity, and unity in variety, 
with the one supreme hope of answering the prayer of Jesus that we might all be 
one, as he and the Father are one," 


Dr. Dahlberg describes the new Inter-Church Centre, now under construction 
in New York, as “a dramatic symbol" of that unity. The $20,000,000 centre will 
house the headquarters of the National Council as well as the main offices of 
many of the council's thirty-three Protestant and Eastern Orthodox member bodies. 


The Augustana Lutheran Church is currently engaged in merger negotiations 
with three other Lutheran bodies. These are the United Lutheran Church in 
America, the American Evangelical Lutheran Church and the Suomi Synod (Finnish). \ 
It is expected that the constitution for the new body, which with more than three 
million members will be the largest Lutheran body in the United States, will be 
completed early next year and submitted to the conventions of the four churches 
for approval. HPS, Geneva 


Bishop Vet Chides Western Press for "Misinterpretation" 


(Budapest) — Bishop Lajos Vet of Budapest, head of the Hungarian Lutheran 


Church, has declared that Western church news services have "misunderstood the 


matter" in interpreting a new Hungarian government decree as a tightening of 
state control over appointments to religious posts. 


In a story in the official Hungarian Protestant press service published 
here, Bishop Vetd is quoted as saying that the decree is "a mere executive 
instruction" concerning an eurlier decree and "contains nothing new and does 
by no means widen the circle of state intervention in the affairs of the Church. 


(It had been reported that under the new decree the government can make 
appointments to church offices which have been left vacant for more than three 
months by church authorities. See EPS No. 16) 


Bishop Vetd said that "the provisions of the decree have reference to the 
Roman Catholic Church, as it is this church that fills its offices by appointments 
which are within the jurisdiction of the Curia of Rome". 


"However, the offices of the Protestant churches in Hungary", he states, 
"are filled by elections which need state approval only in the cases of offices 
of the bishops, professors of theology and supreme lay inspectors". 
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He said the decree is concerned only with those offices in the Roman 
Catholic Church “which the Vatican has left vacant for years", Appointments 
to other offices which are independent of the Papal Sce and of any other foreign 
church authorities, he added, "are taken care of in due course by the competent 


executives of our Hungarian churches", EPS, Geneva 


In Brief 


Guatemala has passed a law authorizing "ministers of cults" to perform civil 
as well as religious marriages as a means of reducing the number of illicit 
unions in the country. Up till now, only nayors of municipalities and notaries 
could perform civil weddings. However, there are only 323 municipalities and 
few Notaries were able to reach isolated rural areas, As a result, according 
to supporters of the new law, a great percentage of Guatemalan children were 
born out of legal wedlock. 
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A four-member delegation representing the Hungarian Protestant churches is 
making a six weeks' visit to China on the invitation of the Three-Self Movement 
of the Chinese Protestant Churches, The delegation consists of Bishop Tibor 
Bartha of the Reformed Church; Bishop Zoltan Kaldy, of the Lutheran Church; 
the Rev. Janos Dobos, director of the Budapest Scottish Mission and the Rev. Dr. 
Istvan Finta, editor of "Reformatusok Lapja", the neformed weekly newspaper. 
The delegation is expected to return to Budapest on July 10. 
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Bighty per cent of all babies in Russia are being baptized in the Orthodox 
Church, the Rev. Dr. Oscar B, Rundblom, Dean of the Cathedral at Vasteras, 
Sweden, reported recently on his return from a visit to Moscow. On the other 
hand, he said, the number of marriages celebrated in the Russian Orthodox Church 
‘has fallen considerably". He added that there is "no difficulty" in obtaining 
candidates for the priesthood and that at present there are eight theological 
training-colleges with a combined total of 1,500 students. EPS, Geneva
